We make this wheel (of same design) in three sizes, 24, 26 and 28- 
inch wheels front and rear, all fitted with mud guards and proper 
lacing to protect the clothing. 

Our Fleetwings are a very rigid wheel, entirely up to date in 
every respect, and in beauty of line and finish inferior to none.

The weight given below is for the 28-inch; others are proportion- 
ately greater or less, as the case may be. Mud guards may be de- 
tached and the wheels ridden stripped for scorching purposes, if so 
desired. We invite your special attention to our clamping device 
used for securing brake lever to handle bar, and which may be en- 
tirely removed from bar so that when stripping, the handle bar is 
left smooth and clean. The unsightly brazed lug rendered neces- 
sary heretofore has been dispensed with in the adoption of this 
improvement.

SHIPPING SUGGESTIONS. 


As the weight of three Tricycles (especially the smaller ones) will be but 
a trifle over one hundred pounds, the freight charges would be very little 
more on three machines than on one. You will, therefore, see that it is to 
your advantage to order more than one Tricycle at a time whenever possible, 
to effect a saving in transportation, also in crating, as we assume entire 
expense of crating when order is for more than one machine in each ship- 
ment, and when only one is ordered there will be an additional charge of 25 
cents for crating. 
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““PERREN-ATHERTON” ROAD WAGON. 





We desire you to know that in our ‘ Perren-Atherton” Road 
Wagon we have produced the lightest and best road wagon now 
known. ‘This wagon is the invention of our Mr. Atherton and Mr. 
A. E. Perren (of the Perren Carriage Co.), whose combined efforts 
have produced the wagon of which cut appears on opposite page, 
which has been tested and driven by many of the prominent horse- 
men in Buffalo, New York and Boston, and is pronounced an un- 
qualified success. The wagon is, as will be seen by the illustration, 
simply the box of a light road wagon mounted upon special gearing 
of Mr. Perren’s invention. The other prime features of this are the 
axles which are ball bearing and fitted with pneumatic tired wheels 
and which are different from any others yet produced, and are per- 
fect in every particular, and the only ball-bearing axles which can 
be used on a road wagon satisfactorily, as they can be put in any 
hub over 134 inches in diameter. These are the invention of Mr. 
F. C, Atherton (of the Buffalo Tricycle Co.), and are pronounced by 
mechanics and horsemen to be superior to anything seen elsewhere. 
By their use no outside braces are required, which does away with 
the reach. It is the only invention taking into consideration ball- 
bearing axles, pneumatic tire, arch-axle, without side bar or reach, 
that has so far been presented to the public in a practical way. 

It weighs only 75 lbs. (20 lbs. less than the high wheel road 
wagon), and the draught is incomparably lighter and relieves the 
jar and concussion to both driver and horse. It follows the latter 
around the turns without any sluing or extra friction — qualities 
which make it the ideal vehicle for road and track. Repeated trials 
have conclusively shown that it is not over two seconds slower than 
a first-class pneumatic sulky. 

The axles and wheels, as shown in our cut, with their special con- 
struction, are the invention of our Mr. Atherton, and are made 
entirely by this company. The balance of the wagon is invented 
and constructed by Mr. A. E. Perren, whose firm is known world- 
wide as producers of high-grade, first-class carriages, and is a 
sufficient guarantee for the perfection of the work. 

These wagons are supplied with either wire wheels or wooden, as 
may be preferred, — front wheels 28 inches in diameter, back wheels 
30 inches, —and can be supplied with cushion or pneumatic tires, 
as may be preferred.

These sulkies are fitted with 
the best of steel or wooden wheels that mechanical art can produce. 
We also make a specialty of furnishing cushion tires for jogging 
and exercising carts that are more durable and give less trouble 
than pneumatic wheels. These can be fitted to the regular sulky 
and changed in a few minutes from pneumatic to cushion tires, and 
vice versa. We also have special attachments to attach either style 
of wheel to the ordinary high wheel sulky or road cart, which can 
be applied by any one without the aid of a blacksmith, or any extra 
braces. 

Our work is all guaranteed to be the best that perfect material 
and mechanical art can produce. Our ball bearings are excelled 
by none, and we are satisfied that if you give any of our braces or 
sulkies a trial you will be more than satisfied.
